Tou brought her 
safely and triumphantly into 
port. 


Out of that cxporcince you have learn- 
ed the lessons of discipline, tolerance, 
respect for authority, and regard for 
the> basic manhood of your neighbor. 
you bore aloft a standard of patrio- 
tic conduct 
and civic 
integrity, to 


which all could repair. Such a. stand- 
ard.wlth a Ilka common appeal, must.

.hing that would be more unfortunate 
n a community based upon the ideals 
of which Americans boast than any 
considerable development of intoler- 
ance a:: regards religion. To a great 
extent, this country owes its begin- 
nings 
to thc determination of 
our 


iiardy ancestors to maintain complete 
freedom 
in 
religion. 
Instead of a 


state church we have decreed that 
every citizen shall be free to follow 
thc dictates of his own conscience as 
to his religious beliefs and affiliations. 
Under that guaranty wc have erected 
a system which certainly is justified 
by its fruit!". 
Under no other could 


we have dared to invite the peoples 
of all countries and creeds to come 
here and unite with us In creating 
thc state of which wo are all citizens. 


KEEP TRADITIONS 


"But. 
having invited them 
here, 


having accepted their great and var- 
ered contributions t otiio building of 
the nation, it is for us to maintain in 
ull good faith those liberal insitutions 
and traditions which have been so pro- 
ductive of good. 
The bringing to- 


gether of all these different national, 
racial, religious and cultural elements 
has made our country a kind of com- 
posite of the rest of the world, nnd 
we can render no greater service than
